Big Spinning Profits.

During the ten years from 1895-96 to 
1905-06 a marked increase has been 
made in the number ‘of « mills and 
spindles. If the earlier year there were 
lin the Oldham é4istrict 219 firms with 
| 11,218,000 spindles.. In 1906 there were 
238 firms, and over 15,000,000 spindles, 
‘and mills are in course of erection 
which will add 1,400,000 spindles to the 
total when comp!eted. Further evie 
dence as to the enterprise in this dil- 
rection is noticed all over Lancashire. 
From statistics which have been ecom- 
piled with regard to the starting of 
milis in the county since !90/i it is 
(gathered that In that’year eight were 
erected; in #902 only two were built; 
in #903, 10; in 1904, 16- in 1905, high 
water mark was reached when 40 mills 
were floated; in 1906, 20 were started, 
and already this year !7 have been 
‘commenced. Thus an aggregate of 10,- 
000.000 spindles have been put to the 
total of Lancashire mills.

London, June |!.—For the first time it 


has beep found possible to publish in 
the annual summary of births and 
deaths in England and Wales statistics 
showing the birth rates and death rates 
in the chief European cities. This in- 
teresting comparison is made in the 
return for !906, just published by the 
local government board. 

The report states that the general de- 
cline in the birth rate in Scottish cities, 
in colonial cities and in most of the 
continental cities shows no signs of ar- 
rest; In all the cities for which returns 
are available the birth rates for the 
} vear 1906 were, with the exception of 
those recorded in Dublin and in Copen- 
hagwen, below the averages in the pre- 
ceding quinquennial periods. 

In 1906 the birth rate per !,000 living 
was 18.8 in Paris, !8.5 in Brussels (the 
two lowest averages), 26.7 in London, 
and 24.9 in Berlin. 
. Other statistics 
is general in Europe. In twenty, vears 
the decrease in the size of families 
ranges from !0 per cent in Rotterdam 
and Budapest to 30 per cent In Copen- 
hagen, and as much as 33 per cent tn 
Berlin. 

If a comparison be made between the’ 
| several cities, it is interesting to note 
that the size of families In London is 
considerably greater than that prevafl- 
ing in Paris, Berlin, or Vienna.

Striking Contrast Shown. 

A few days ago, when a patriotic 
young citizen of Brunswick was tell- 
ing this story as a striking contrast to 
the progress of today, he turned to 
point out the tree on which Dennis 
hed finished his life only to find that 
the palmetto had been uprooted and 
swept away by the powerful hydrau- 
lic dredge which is at one time ex- 
cavating a channel and building up 
solid land where only marsh grass 
grew before, for the great timber 
basin now under way as a part of the 
terminals being constructed for the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad, and its sister transportation 
line, the Brunswick Steamship Com- 
pany. 

Nothing could have illustrated more 
strikingly the march of progress which 
is steadily transforming the old Bruns- 
wick of quaint traditions and historic 
interest into the center of maratime 
trade, wich the already busy mart is 
sure to become within the very near 
years. 

On the very spot where death claimed 
the only man who had dared work 
against the discouragements of those 
who scoffed fifty years ago, and who 
found the proof of his folly in his 
failure and death, there are today be- 
ing erected terminals which, in size, 
equipment and durability, will surpass 
anything on the Atlantic coast. There 
will be no death to hide from defeat 
for those who are building against the 
waves at Brunswick now, for where 
Dennis. strung his wharfs over light 
pine poles the terminals now being 
built are based on solid concrete piles, 
driven twenty feet below. the bottom 
of the basin into the stiffest of Geor- 
gia earth or upon solid rock. 

The’ timber basin, which will give 
100m for loading twenty-four large 
ships, is only a small part of the ter- 
minals, the greatest importance being 
attached to the great wharves built 
above the concrete piles, which, with 
spacious warehouses in their rear and 
double railroad tracks running down 
their center, will accommodate twenty- 
four steamships and furnish employ- 
ment to an army of men, who will be 
engaged in transferring freight from 
boat to car or from rail to water. 


A New Day for Brunswick. 


The improvements being made by the

Real estate values have doubled. The 
lands on which the docks stand, a few 
months ago were only a part of the 
wild waste which bore their only dis- 
tinction in having been given to fame 
by Lanier in his “Marshes of Glynn.”

Except that every bit of construction 
is of the highest class the railroad work 
beimg done by the Atlanta, Birmingham | 
and Atlantic is very much like that on | 
any other line, and so furnishes /f#ttle 
ground for description. The work being ' 
done at Brunswick, on the other hand, is 
full of interest, and a more detailed ac- 
count will doubtless prove interesting. 

Improvements at Brunswick. 

The Atlanta, Birmingham ang At- 
lantic Railroad, with headquarters in 
Atlanta, and the Brunswick Steamship 
Company, with headquarters in Bruns- 
wick, are spending in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,000,000 in Brunswick, con- 
| sisting of real estate purchases, rail- 
way building and dock improvements. 

The largest undertaking is the docks. 
These are located on made or reclaim- 
'ed ground. A huge dredge, with a ca- 
pacity of moving 150,000 yards of mud 
a month, has been kept busy night 
and day for: several months at an ex- 
pense of $1,000 a day, the total dredg- 
ing contract calling for an expenditure 
of $400,000. 

The original plan, the work on which 
has been completed, was for two 
wharves—one !|40 feet wide by 400 feet 
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long—and the other of same width by 
767 feet long. These wharves are 
practically covered with sheds so that 
the work of loading and unloading 
ships and cars can be carried on with- 
out regard to weather. Each wharf has 
railroad tracks running down the cen- 
ter between the sheds and one track 
on the edge of each wharf for handling 
freight direct from the holds of ships 
with hoisting engines to cars. Back 
of these wharves there are four ware- 
houses for storage of freight; these are 
all of the same dimensions—58 feet 
wide by 400 feet long, with a 6-foot 
platform on all four sides running full 
length, There are four railway tracks

Miss Spiro’s Recital. 


Miss Hannah Spiro’s graduating re- 
cital at the Klindworth conservatory, 
Tuesday evening, was a fitting climax 
to her student career in this city. Miss 
Spiro came to Atlanta during the win- 
ter of 1901-02, and since that time has 
studied almost continuously under Mr. 
Kurt Mueller. Her playing, especially 
for the past three years, has, by its 
finish, attracted considerable atten- 
tion, and the reputation she has ac- 
quired brought together Tuesday’ eve- 
ning an audience that taxed the ca- 
pacity of the conservatory recital 
rooms. 

Her program was carefully selected 
for its versatility of style, and in her 
rendering Miss Spiro showed herself 
to be a well-rounded artist. Her tech- 
nique is brilliant, her tone-coloring ex- 
quisite, her interpretation sympathetic, 
and her execution finished. She has 
the happy combination of rare talent 
and a lerge capacity for work, and 
she has acquired, thereby, an even- 
ness of touch and the ability to exe- 
cute any passage as her musical soul 


, interprets it. 


There was not a number on Miss 
Spiro’s program m which she did not 
appear to special advantage along 
some line. In the third movement of 
the D’Albert Sonata, where the com- 
poser weaves two themes into an al- 
most unplayable double fugue, she ex- 
hibited a mastery of the contropuntal 
style that is as wonderful as it is 
unusual. In. the “Berceuse” and bal- 
lade, by Chopin, and the barcarolle 
from “Rubinstein,” her tones were ex- 
guisitely and. tastefully modulated.

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OVER DOGS WITH RABIES 
SCIENCE HAS TRIUMPHED 
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Among the conquests over disease 


whith science has made in recent 
times none is more striking than that 
which has reduced mortality in the case 
of hydrophobia from more than 99 per 
cent down to twenty-five thousandths otf 
| per cent of the victims treated. This 
wonderful achievement is due largely to 
the preventive method of inoculation dis- 
covered by the great Pasteur. 

But Pasteur’s benéficent work stopped 
with t@e discovery of a preventive, it 
remained for Negri, an Italian scientist, 
to discover the germ of rabies or hydro- 
phobia. This second remarkable step in 
the conquest of the disease was taken 
Only three years ago, and since then, 
particularly in this country, considerable 
advancé has been made in the methods 
of diagnosis. The very latést, and, up 
to date, the méthod regarded as most 
nearly infallible, was devised last Sep- 
tember in the biological laboratory of 
Brown university shdértly after the out- 
break of the epidemic of rabies which 
has been raging in the eastern part of 
Rhode Island. : 

One common method of diagnosis—that 
is, of discovéring the presence of the 
rabies gérm—is the microscopic examina- 
tion of brain sections, But the results

always sufficiently conclusive. It was 
still possible that the germ might be 
overlooked. So the Brown § specialist, 
Philip B. Hadley, a graduate student 
working under the direction of the head 
of the department, Professor Albert D. 
Mead, Whose original work along bio- 
logical Mnhes has done so much to give 
Brown a high feputation in the medical 
and scientific world, adopted the “smear’ 
met , Which has been used 80 Suc 
cessfully by the well known expert con- 
Récted with the board of health of New 
York city, Dr. Anna W. Williams. The 
Brown specialist did more than adopt the 
*smear” method, however; he improved 
upon it by an original method of mak- 
ing the sméars and of using thé stainf 
This stain plays the part of a detective. 
It seeks the germs and so colors them 
that they are unmistakable. 

The method of diagnosis used at Brown, 
and ‘which has been of Invaluable As- 
sistance t6 the authorities who have bééen 
fighting the epidemic im and around 
Providence, begins With the removal of 
the parte of the brain of the suspected 
afiimal in which germs make their res!i- 
dence. These parts are the top of the 
brain, the base—scientifically known as 
Ammon's Horn—the cortex of the cere- 
brum and the back part or cerebellum. 
These parts are placed upon little giass 
slides three inches long and an inch wide 
ahd are then “smeared” or spread thin 
over the length and breadth of the slide 
#6 as to reveal the contents in detail. 
Afterward the slides are immersed in 
alcoho! to ‘‘fix” or harden the brain spé- 
clmens. Then comes the é@mportant 
stain treatment. 

It is in respect. to this staining that 
the work at Brown has surpassed all 
other methods df diagnosis in this par- 
-tieular field, and given practieal results 
which promise new béhéefits to hu- 
manity. Mr. Hadley uses a coal-tar stain 
whose constituent ¢olors are a Driliiant 
carmine and an ultramarina blue. When 
applied to the slide the blue spreads it- 
self through the brain ¢élls and other 
tissues while the carmine seeks the rab- 
jes germs or Negri bodies, whicn He 
Within the nerve cells, and stains these 
germs a bright crimson. There is no es- 
cape for the germ, it seems. If ft is 
present in the brain cells, there it ap- 
pears under the microscope—a veritable 
red danger signal. Colored thus, the éf- 
fect is rather pretty, for the rabies or- 
ganisms look like carbuncles set in s8ap- 
phire. Under the microscope, which 
magnifies them from _ 1,200 to 2,000 
times their actual size, the rabiés germs 
appear on the average about half as big 
as dimes.

Upwards of 200 human beings have 
been bitten by dogs, but of those treated 
by the Pasteur method only one has 
died, and that, apparently, was a casé in 
which complications set in. Altogether 
six persons have diéd. 

The Brown specialist, up to the first of 
May, had examined 146 cases; and of 
these just one-half had rabies. These 
were all dog or cat cases. The advan- 
tage of the comparatively quick method 
of diagnosis in use at Brown—lasting 
never more than half, a day—is that in 
case a person has been bitten the Pas- 
téur treatmént can be administered with- 
out delay. The earlier the treatment is 
givén the surer are thé results.

family of the duke of Connaught, the 
King’s ‘brother, have shown a striking 
partiality for Americans. This has aroused 
strong resentment in certain aristocratic 
circles and the matter has been brought 
to the king's attention. In consequence 
the duchess of Connaught recently re- 
ceived @ letter from her brother-in-law 
telling her it was always wiser for a 
royal lady not to show too much prefer- 
ence to people of a nation not her Own, 
and although he fully shared her admi- 
ration for Americans, he wished that in 
future she would preserve a more judi- 
| clous and even balance in respect to the 
nationality of her friends. 

When she received this letter the duch- 
@ss must have recalled an incident which 
occurred ibetween her and Queen Victo- 
ria shortly before the latter's death. 
The duchess went to dine quietly with 
her venerable mother-in-law wearing a 
demi-toilet. The queen’s amazement wac 
something which the duchess even today 
laughs over tremendously. With scath- 
ing contempt her majesty turned to her 
.daughter-in-law and said: 


“Tt is no dowbt the influence of your 
numerous American friends that has in- 
spired you to dress in such a Bohemian 
manner when you come to a sovereign’s 
table.

Its auth-nticity is vouched for 
by Herr Rudolf Presber, the well- 
known novelist, ond Dr. Magnus Hirsh- 
field, an eminent specialist. 

The book, which consists of the con- 
fessions of a person who shields him- 
iself under the name of “N. O. Boday”’ 
(i.e., Nobody), recites the dramatic 
and pathetic life-story of a 
intellectual man. Lrought up, educated, 
and employed as 2a girl. “Nobody” was 
born in Berlin on Whit Sunday, 1884, 
‘of German parea:s. Doubt concerning 
the child’s sex resulted in a decision 


to bring it up as a girl, under the ¢,.cia1 Cable.

‘ing “Nora” an ardent suffragette. She 
lvisited Suffragate’s meetings and de- 
llivered impassioned and eloquent ap- 
'peals for votes for women. A_ few 
months later ‘‘Nora’’ secured an en- 
‘gagement as correspondent of an 
‘American newspaper, and toured Rus- 
sia on its behalf. While traveling she 
‘delivered suffragette lectures. 
On one of these occasions, at Star- 
‘nowo, she made the acquaintance of a 
highly respectabie young woman nam- 
‘ed Hanna Bernhardowna, and a pro- 
‘nounced affinity between them imme- 
idiately expressed itself. The Russian 
jeirl followed “Nora’’ from place to 
place. One day ‘“Nora’s” soul burst its 
lartificial bonds and revealed itself in 
ithe shape of a manly and passionate 
‘petition for the fair Russian’s heart 
and hand. 

Physicians in. Berlin shortly after 
pronounced ‘Nora’ the victim of an 
‘error. She assumed the rights and gar- 
‘ments of a man, and took the name of 
\*‘Norbert.” Her marriage with the Rus- 
‘sian girl was celebrated as soon as the 
‘complicated legal formalities could be 
settled.

PRISON De LUE 
TIRES CONVICTS 


Prisoners Get Disgusted and 
Quit the Prison, 


Convicts and Wardens Disputed So 
Much That Self-Respecting Con- 
victs Grew Disgusted and 
Walked Out of the 

Whole Business.

Geneva, June !.—Grunder and Ger- 
ber, the two convicts who made such 
astounding revelations regarding the 
luxurious life at the prison of Thor- 
burg, near Wassen, were today sen- 
tenced to an additional two and a half 
years’ penal servitude each for “es- 
caping” from the prison last March. 

The convicts were arrested at Kan- 
derstag after their “escape,” and it was 
alleged that prison discipline at Thor- 
burg was so lax that they were al- 
lowed to leave and resume their oc- 
cupations as burglars. 

When arraigned in court this week, 
Grunder and Gerber related the amaz- 
ing story of their luxurious life in 
prison, which was enlivened by fro- 
quent excursions to cafes and other 
places of amusement at Wassen. 

Grunder said that one convict, a na- 
tive of Fribourg, became so disgusted 
with the constant disputes between 
the convicts and sometimes even with 
the warders regarding card games 
that he simply “left” the prison. 

When Grunder and Gerber grew tired 
of prison life they walked into the 
warder’s room, “borrowed” £10 and 
the warder’s clothes, and went to Was- 
sen, where they discarded their con- 
vict's dress. 

The convicts robbed a number of 
cafes and restaurants, and then de- 
cided to cross the Gemmi Pass into the 
canton of Valais. They were recog- 
inized by a gesidarme at Kanderstag, 
however, and arrested. 

Both yrisoners were prowd of their 
exploits, and laughed heartily when 
sentenced. °

WITHOUT CAGES 


Unique Feature of Carl Hagen- 
beck's Zoological Gardens, 


It Is Situated Near Hamburg and 
Has Jast Been Complieted—The 
Largest Coflle¢tion ae Wild 
Animals in Any Zoologi. 
cal Garden.

Berlin, June !.—Herr Car] Hagenbeck’s 
wonderful zoological gardens at Stettin- 
gen, near Hamburg, of which much has 
been heard during their three years of 
construction have just been officially 
opened. 

Though entirely a private enterprise, 
this zoo contains the largest collection 
of wild animals ever seen in ong place of 
the kind, and the design is unique. These 
important attractions brought to the in- 
spection of the complete spectacle at 
the opening a distinguished gathering of 
Germans and the directors of most of the 
zoological gardeng of Europe. 

It is the daring. arrangement of the 
animals—held in the open air in a cap- 
tivity of which there is no visible indica- 
tion to ordinary observers—that makes 
the great impression. Thig more sctentific 
and humane treatment is the outcome of 
fresh ideas conceived by Mr. Hagenbeck 
in his observation of the old-fashioned 
zoos throughout the world. 

Imagine a park of 26 acres. You enter 
by a shaded avenue’ Suddenly a pano- 
ramic view of over 600 members of the 
animal kingdom bursts upon the vision.

On the spacious lake 
immediately in front one hundred water- 
fowl find a natural home. On a mound 
just beyond, many hoofed animals, such 
as zebras and buffaloes, disport. Farthest 
away a range of artificial mountains; dis-

it seems, but they are safely confined to- 
their definite quarters by a series of hid- 
den ditches, 20 feet wide and !2 feet 
deep. 

The most daring idea in the park is 
perhaps the immense gtructure formed of 
boulders resembling a tremendoug ice- 
berg.-At the base fe a basin for seals, sea 
lions, penguins, cormorants and seagulls. 
Above are the Polar bears. Visitors may 
mount from one side to the top, obtain- 
ing a grand view of the entire zoo, and 
toboggan down the other side of the 
plain. 

‘“My idea,” Herr Hagenbeck said, “has 
been to erect a zoo in a perfectly natural 
manner. Surely animals placed in the 
open are of more educational vahie than 
when housed and held behind iron bars. 
It has been the ambition of my life to 
build a zoo after my own ideas; here I 
have accomplished it. You see here thirty- 
five lions, from two months to three years 
old; seven Bengal tigers; twenty-four ele- 
phants, of whom ten are babies; six leop- 
ards, six beare, four Indian rhinoceroses, 
two hippopotami and deer, antelopes, rep- 
tiles and birds. I do not exaggerate when 
I say that these animais represerit a valug 
of $250,000."’

London, June !.—Was Joan of Are’s 
hair fair or dark? That perpetual and 
palpitating subject of discussion hag 
come to the front once more in conse- 
quence of the quarrel between M. 
Clemenceau and the people of Orleans 
over the anQual fetes. A writer in the 
Figaro has summed up the evidence, 
which seems to be as follows: 

A number of writers have concluded 
that Pucelle’s hair was dark, but their 
conclusions are all derived from two 
sources—the testimony of a writer who 
was not born until after Joan's death, 
and the famous single black hair, found 
in 1844, attached to the wax seal of a 
document addressed by Joan,to the town 
of Riom. Authorities, however, declare 
that the practice of sealing with hair 
was very rare, and that it had quite 
disappeared before the fifteenth cen- 
tury. On the other hand, a portrait ex- 
ists In the museum at Orleans which in 
all probability dates from about 1450, 
or less than twenty years after the 
heroIne’s death, and in that portrait she 
is represented with fair hair. Other 
paintings and writings of but little later 
date bear the same testimony, so that 
on the whole the balam. ~: evidence 
goes to show that “La bonne Lorraine” 
had fair, not dark, tresses. 

A Wonderfal Faculty of the Triton. 

The triton, a spotted, lazardlike rep- 
tile found in almost every state in the 
union, has a most wonderful power of 
reproducing amputated parts. Bonnot, 
the great French naturalist, experi- 
mented on the little creatures by ampu- 
tating their legs and tails and by s80 
doing found that their powers of re- 
production were almost unlimited. In 
one instance an amputated leg was re- 
produced twelve times in three years, 
and in another an eye was gouged out 
and reproduced in less than twelve 
months. The loss of a tail does not 
appear to discommode a triton except 
to give him a sort of unbalanced gait. 
Tails clipped from the specimens Bon- 
not kept to experiment on were in- 
variably reproduced in from five to 
nine weeks.

‘“‘Have you seen,’ I asked, “some of 
the objections which Professor Dowden 
urges against the” acceptance of your 
theory that Rutland was the _ real 
Shakespeare? He says if that were the 
case he must have written ‘Venus and 
Adonis’ when only seventeen years of 
age and Love’s Labor Lost’ when he 
was between fourteen and fifteen.” 

“One must be quite ignorant of the 
extraordinary precocity of that gener’- 
lion,’ said Dr. Bleibtrue, “to imagine 
that a youth of seventeen would then 


-be incapable of producing such a, worx« 


as ‘Venus-and Adonis.’ It becomes eas- 
ily possible when we consider what 
Lope de Vega, ‘Raffaele, Cesare Borgia 
and Sidney did when they were still 
mere striplings. I grant you it would 
seem incredible that a boy of fourteen 
or fifteen could have written ‘Love's 
Labor Lost.’ But as assigning 1590 as 
the year in which the play was ‘probably 
written’ Professor Dowden assumes to? 
much, It rests on no more substar.- 
tial foundatian than the mention of a 
clever horse which was exhibited abo 
that time. But the same horse mada2 
a greater sensation in a trial for witch- 
craft in 1597 and it is far more proba- 
ble that it -was in that year the play 
was written. It seems to me absurd t: 
assign the most elegant of Shakespeare » 
comedies ‘to the outset of his career. 
It was‘in 1598 that ‘Love’s  Labors 
Lost’ was first published. 


Beerbohm Tree’s Contention. 


““Beerbohm Tree’s contention that 
one could have written 
plays but an actor’ is. ridiculos. Dion 
Boucicault says ‘Shakespeare was the 
greatest of poets and the worst of plav- 
wrights.’ Quite true, and what other 
great dramatist except Moliere was ever 
an actor? That Rutland was a con- 
stant attendant at play-houses we know 
from Sidney's memotirs.”’ 

At much greater length than I have 
Space to set down in detail Dr. Bleth- 
true advanced several other argument: 
in support of his theory that Roge;: 
Earl, of Rutland, was the author of 
the Shakespearean dramas. That a man 
in Shakespeare's position could have 
acquired the wide learning and Knowl- 
edge of other countries— ~—particularly of 
Italy, France and Denmark— which they 
display, he contended was extremely im- 
probable to say the least. But Rut- 
land- had ample Opportunities for °“a-- 
quiring such jnformation. He started 
on the ‘grand tour of Europe in 1596.

Ropémaking 2,000 Years B. C. 

The name of the first. ropemaker and 
that of the land in which he practiced 
his art have both been lost to history. 
before the beginning of the historical 
period considerable skill had been ac- 
guired in that line. Egyptian sculp- 
tures prove that the art was practiced 
al least 2,000 years before the time of 
Christ. 


He visited France and Italy; stayed at 
Verona, Venice, Mantua, Rome and Mi- 
lan; studied law in the university of 
Padua. He accompanied the earl of Es- 
sex in his expedition to the Azores which 
would account for the knowledge shown 
in “The Tempest.”” He also fought in 
Holland which would suffice to explan 
the refence to Dutch Hfe in the Shak=-- 
spearean works. From !60! to 1603 he 
was imprisoned and during this perioJl 
no single Shakespearean drama _  ap- 
peared. 1603 -he went to Denma:k 
to attend the baptism of the Danish 
crown pfince as the representative of 
James I, thereby acquiring a knowledge 
of Denmark and local color for ‘‘Ha:zn- 
let.”” He actually met “Guildenstern and 
Rosencrantz at the Danish court. He 
died in 1612 and then the production of 
Shakespearean dramas ceased. 

Dr. Bleibtrue has not advanced his 
theory lightly, and it cannot be lightly 
dismissed. He is a prodigious worker 
and in conducting literary researches his 
patience and industry are inexhaustible. 
He is the author of many notable works 
and ranks as one of the greatest con: 
temporary German writers on literature 
and history. He has made a profoun}? 
siduy of English literature and his 
written a history of ft. But his admires 
1egard ‘“‘The True Shakespeare’ as his 
greatest achievement. Since its appear: 
ance they have dubbed him “The Co- 
lumbus of Literature.” 

If the German professor's théory should 
gain general acceptance, ‘Belvoir castle, 
the ancestral seat of the Rutlands, wi. 
displace Stratford-on-Avon as the shrine» 
of the devotees of the man who—who- 
ever he was—‘‘wrote not for an age bu:

Albrecht of Prussia with the 
actress Marie Sulzer (Baroness Lieben- 
berg), is the latest instance of the fash- 
ionable fascination the footlights have 
for the “blue-blooded” young man, a fas- 
cination further illustrated recently. by 
the marriage of Miss Camile Clifford. 

In England, indeed, hardly a season 
passes without some popular favorite 
leaving the stage to adorn her brow with 
the ‘“‘strawberry leaves” or the coronet 
of a countess. 

The aristocratic 
clined to class this fascination under the 
heading of the evils of the present cen- 
tury. “It was not so in my young days,” 
is the stock maxim of the aged. But as 
regards the marriage of the aristocrat 
and the actress this is an error, 

Generations ago men of fashion were 
clapring thgir applause of a “footlight 
favorif’’ one moment, and asking her 
hand in matrimony the next. 

‘The pioneer of stage marriages was, 
perhaps, one Martin Folkes, an an- 
tiquary and a man of fortune. An old 
magazine, dated November, 1723, gives 
an account of Folkes’ wooing, as fol- 
lows: 

“The first person among the gentry who 
ever took a wife from the stage was 
Martin Folkes, the antfquary, who in 
the year of 1713 took to wife Lucretia 
Bradshaw. a performer of the sprightly 
heroines of Farquhar and Vanbrugh. 
She has been called “one of the great- 
est and most promising genii of her 
time". and Mr. Folkes made her his 
wife for her exemplary and prudent con- 
duct. She played such lively parts as 
Corluna. ‘The Confederate,’ and An- 
gelica, in ‘The Constant Colpue.’ She 
is a handsome woman, of good figure, 
and but second-rate theatrical talent.” 

The man who next followed this gal- 
lant example was the famous Lord Pe- 
terborough, the hero of the war of the 
succession in Spain, and the friemd of 
Pope and Swift The date of his mar

riage has never been known, as it was 
in secret. A magazine of 
1735 gives an account of the social 
sensation when ‘Lord Peterborough pub- 
licly acknowledged as his countess the 
celebrated Anastasia Robinson:

The marriage of the famous WDlizabeth 
Farren to Edward Earl of Derby fol- 
lowed in 1797. We read: 

“His lordship was neither young nor 
handsome. The lady was prudent. She 
quietly transformed her elegafit manners 
from the stage to the drawing room, and 
the public heard no more of her.” 

In 1807, the Earl Craven chose his 
bride from the stage, in the person of 
the dainty Louisa Brunton, and tiike 
the countess of Derby, she disappeared 
into private life. Again quoting from 
a contemporary print: 

“We can faitfully eall the Countess 
Craven, nee Miss Brunton, a fine woman. 
She has lady-like manners, carried to a 
pitch of fashionable indifference. She 
will twist about a leaf or a piece of 
thread between her lips by way of evinc- 
ing her naturalness or nonchalance. 
“ountess Craven is a sister of the re- 
spectable actor, Brunton, and aunt of 
Mrs. Yates, the admirable performer of 
Victorine.

CONSTITUTION'S REPORT 
PRACTICALLY ACCURAT 


Minor Matters Are in Dispute and 
the Commission, Unable to Reach 
Final Agreement, Deferred _, 
Action Until Next 
Wednesday. 


Failing to reach agreement on cer- 
tain details connected with the passen- 
ger rate decision, the railroad commis- 
sion, after struggling with the ques- 
tion all day yesterday, adjourned to 
meet again on Wednesday, June ji, 
when, it is stated, the order will posi- 


tively be passed. 

The Constitution's exclusive story 
'yesterday giving the details of the 
commission's action was the subject of 


widespread and general comment. The 
practical accuracy of the report as to 
what the commission had decided upon 
was admitted by its members. 

The general plan upon which the 
commission had decided was the gone 
system, as stated, fixing 2 1-2 cents for 
all distances up to 100 miles, 2 1-4 for 
all distances included within the sec- 
ond hundred miles traveled and 2 cents 
for distances over 200 miles. 

This zone system was to apply only 
to the class A roads, a list of which 
was given in The Constitution’s report. 
In the class B roads at 3 cents per 
mile are to be placed the majority of 
the shorter and less profitable railroad 
lines of the state. The other classes, 
including the 4 and  65-cent roads,

The Constitution stated yesterday 
that there were certain points upon 
which the commission had not yet been 
able to agree, but it was hoped that 
final agreement could be reached at 
yesterday's meéting. This was found 
impossible after an all-day discussion. 

The commissioners refused to disqgss 
the points of disagreement, but it is 
pretty well understood that they re- 
lated to the details of the zone system. 

It is understood that Commissioners 
Hill and Stevens want zones of shorter 
length than !00 milks, and insist that 
they be made 50 or 75 miles in length, 
and that the 21-2 cent rate shall ap- 
Ply only within those distances. 

Unless the zones are shortened, there 
are certain véfy profitable roads in the 
state which would be required to 
charge only the highest rate of fare— 
21-2 cents. For instance, the Atlanta 
and West Point has less than !00 miles 
in the state, hence the 21-2 cent rate 
would prevail over its entire length, 
while it is maintained that this road 
‘is better able to stand a large réduc- 
'tion than some of the longer ‘lines 
| whose net profit per mile is a great 
‘deal legs. 


| ‘Likewise the Western and Atlantic, 
, which is 138 miles long, would get the 
/@\%-cent rate for only a short distance, 
‘and would not De at all affected by the 
(2-cent.rate. Yet this is the most prof- 
|itable piece of railroad property in Geor- 
| gia. 

| It Was for these reasons that one of 
| the commissioners insisted that a 2-cent 
flat rate should be established for these 
two roads, a@s well as for the Georgia 
railroad, which is also a high profit-pay- 
tng corporation. 

Other Points of Difference. 

It ig also understood that there are 
differences among the commissioners 
upon the method of working out the zone 
,; system. On the one hand, it is urged 
that the fixed rate should appry™for the 
;entire distance traveled instead of \hav- 
.Ing two or three. separate rates for a 
person who desires to travel 200 or 300 
miles.

GOVERNME T'S DUTY TO EDUCATION. 


In an interview published today, United St&tes Senator F. M. Simmons, 
of North Carolina, takes the broad end -well-sustdined position that ‘some 
of the vast fund which the nationa] government is now expending for battle- 
ships énd in maintaining foreign possessions ought to be devoted to the 
reduction of the percentage of illiteracy the country over. 

His attitude is exactly in line with the position The Constitution has 
taken on this subject, if, indeed, he does not go even further. Senator 
Simmons wants to see every dollar of the money now being expended in 
the Philippines turned to education and other channels of domestic im- 
‘provement. We have only contended that in the $800,000,000 which is poured 
annually into the federal treasury, there can be found ample funds for proper, 
needed and adequate assistance to education in the states, without the 
impairment of the efforts of a single department of the government service, 
not even excepting our questionable colonial policy. ‘As we have pointed out 
before, it is, simply a question of finding proper and justifiable sources into 
which to turn this ever-growing revenue, and education furnishes the only 
true and equitable solution of the problem. 

The attitude of Senator Simmons is of. significant importance. Born 
and bred a southerner, a life-long democrat and the occupant of an important 
federal position ander the only democratic president, since the war, it must 
be admitted that he is, in some measure, qualified.to.speak for the senti- 
ments and: the necessities of.the south. Furthermore, he is in the.midst of 
present-day national ‘political and legislative activity, and it must also be 
recognized ‘that he is in better position to. represent to us the latter-day 
sentiments of his northern colleagues, than are those whose national] legisla- 
tive experience, fdllowed rather closely upon the prejudice-breeding days of 
reconstruction. 

T herefore. those oppofients of federal aid whose antegonism is based upon 
men manufactured from the straw. crop of thirty or forty ‘years ago must 
necessarily give heed and weight to.what Senator Simmons says of the 
conditions.of today. The. fear of biased text books or. race coeducation he 
chardeterizes mildly as. unreasonable. The question of text books, he says, 
would probably not enter into the discussion. The old time sectional feel- 
ing has practically disappeared, and the proposition would be dealt with 
simply on its business. merits; the states being put in the position of trustees 
for the expenditure of a fund appropriated and devoted to a particular 
and specified purpose,- without other limitations. “We. are not going to 
turn over the management of our common schools to the national govern- 
ment or anybody else,” Senator Simmons says in conclusion, nor does he 
tnink there will be any suggestion of a demand for it. 

This is precisely the line of argument The Constitution has pursued in 
pressing for the performance of a great national duty. The superficial ob- 
server might conclude, from the character of some of the argument that is 
set up against the proposal of federal aid, that the conflict of the ‘sixties 
had not yet ended—that, at least, it remained as active as ever in the mnids

The last named 
had become of such importance as to 
seriously threaten the peace of the 
whole American continent; and, under 
all the circumstances, no greater hom- 
age was ever paid by a powerful na- 
tion to the principle of arbitration 
than the final, though reluctant, agree- 
ment by England to submit the whole 
question to the decision of an interna- 
tional tribunal. 

As already intimated, it is going to 
be some time yet before an enlightencd 
public sentiment will be strong enough 
to demand that the principle of arbi- 
tration be extended to all classes of 
international disputes as a substitute 
for war. Its advocates are not fanatics.

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PAILROADS HIT 
FOR A MILLION 


by Lumber Rale Decision of 
Supreme Court 


RAILWAYS WERE IN COMBINE | 


To Advance Rates on Lumber in t 
Soath—Case Has Been Vigorously 
Fought and Decision Will 
Strengthen Hands of the 
Commerce Commission. 


By JOHN CORRIGAN. 

Washington, June |.—(G&pecial.)—The de- 
cision of the supreme court of the United 
States affirming the decision of the in- 
terstate commerce commission in refer- 
ence to the advance in rates on lumber 
of 2 cents per hundred pounds will cost 
the railroads operating in the southeast 
upwards of $1,000,000. 

There were two cates: One affecting 
shipments from eastern Louisiana, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi to Ohio river points, 
and the other affecting shipments from 
Georgia to Ohio river pcints. 

These cases were vigorously contested, 
not only before the commission, but in 
the lower courts and before the supreme 
court. Large amounts of money and 
questions of vital importance were 
volved. The dealsion of the supreme 
court will strengthen the hands of the 
interstate commerce commission. 

History of the Case. 

This decisidn of the supreme court set- 
tles a case which has been in dispute 
for several years. 

On June 22, 1903, the principal rail- 
roads operating in Georgia put into ef- 
fect an advance of 2 cents per 100 pounds 
over rates previously in effect on lum- 
ber shipped from Georgia points to Ohio 


in- 


‘river points and beyond. 


Several members of the Georgia Saw- 
mill Association protested against the 
new rate on the ground that it was un- 
reasonable and unjust, and appealed to 
the interstate commerce commission. The 
complainants included H. H. Tift, W. 
S. West, J. Lee Ensign, J. 8. Betts & 
Co., Garbutt Lumber Company, Alapaha 
Lumber Company and the Southern Pine 
Company. They appealed the case as 
individuals and not in the name of the 
association. 

Among other things they elaimed that 
lumber rateg should be relatively low 
in view of the limited life of the lumber 
industry in Georgia, at the end of which 
large investments of manufacturers in 
plants, including puildings, machinery and 
tram roads for hauling lumber, will be- 
come practically valueless. ' : 

It was charged that through the South- 
eastern Freight Association several roads 
combined to raise the rates on lumber, 
which defeated competition, established 
a monopoly and was in violation of the 
anti-trust act. 

The railroads filed a joint answer, set- 
ting up that the rates were reasonable; 
that the cost of hauling was greater 
because the cars were loaded only one 
way; that the shippers made the haul 
more costly by failing to load the cars 
to their full capacity. In their turn, the 
roads attacked the Georgia Sawmill As- 
sociation ag a combination to establish a 
monopoly in the yellow pine lumber in- 
dustry in the southeastern states. 

The roads made defendants in the case 
were the Southern Railway.Company, At- 
lantic Coast Line, Louisville ang Nash- 
ville, Nashville, Chattanooga and Sr. 
Louis, Seaboard Air Line, Central of 
Georgia, Georgia Southern and Florida, 
Macon and Birmingham and the South- 
eastern Freight Association and 8. F 
Parrott, chairman of the association. 

Report of the Commission. 

In the report and opinion of the corny 
mission, written by Commissioner Jud- 
son C. Clements, of Georgia,it is Stated: 

‘‘There is not as much lumber business 
on the Southern railway—particularly 
from Macon to Brunswick—as on the 
Georgia, Southern and Florida, the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, the Atlantic Coast Din: 
and Seaboard Air Line roads. The Sou'h- 
ern railway rates appear to be lowest 
from the groups where there is compara- 
tively little gumber business, and from 
much the larger portion of the lumber 
producing territory of Georgia, the rates 
are higher.” 

It was pointed out that the average 
distance from Georgia shipping points to 
Cincinnati, was 36. miles nearer than 
from points in Mississippi, and yet cne 
rates from Georgia were higher than 
from Missisippi. 

In commenting upon the importance of 
the lumber business in Georgia as a fac. 
tor in building up and sustaining many 
of the Georgia railways, Commissioner 
Clements says: : 

“If the lumber shipments werp cut off 
from some of them, [{t would ibe with 
difficulty that they could exist =e so!- 
vent condition. It ig also true that the 
rcads have been essential to the lumber 
business, and it has been their policy to 
encourage and assist In its development 
with a view to increasing their own rev- 
enue.”” Further on he says: 

Saw Mill Business in Georgia. 

“No accurate statistics as to the ex- 
tent of the lumber mill business in Geor- 
gia have been furnished, Dut it is esti- 
mated that there are about 800 mills in 
the state, large and small. The total 
investment in the lumber mill business 
is estimated to be from $10,000,000 to 
$16,000,000. It does not appear clearly 
whether or not this estimate includes 
the land and the standing timber. The 
total annual] output of the mills fg sa‘ 
to be approximately 800,000,000 feet, 
which, at $!! a thousand, abou; the 
average mill price, would amount to 
$8,800,000. Before the increase in rate 
about one-fourth of the annual outpu-, 
about 200,000,000 feet, moved to the 
Ohio river crossings and points north of 
the river. 

‘The weight of lumber depends upon 
whether it is green or dried, rough or 
manufactured, and also upon its dimen- 
sions. The testimony taken in this ana 
other cases indicates that the average 
weight of the, bulk of the lumber shipped 
would approximate 3,300 pounds for 
thousand feet. Based on this weight, 
the 2 cents advance in the lumber rate 
would amount to 66 cents per thousand 
feet, and-on the 200,000,000 feet shippe.i 
to the west before the advance, to 
$132,000. 

“The operating expenses of the 
defendant roads have increased from 
year to year. Those increases are du-*, 
for the most part, tothe constant 
growth or enlargement Of the business 
of the roads. The growth in business 
has resulted from the larger mileage op- 
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erated, the development of the count-y 
traversed by the roads and from 41- 
vancement in methods.of operation and 
addition to and improvements in equlp- 
ment of all kinds. The business of the 
roads, or the tonnage of traffic tran»- 
ported by them not only in the item of 
lumber, but also in traffic generally, ha3 
been most materially augmented. 

“The increase n operatng expenses is 
also attributable in part to increases in 
wages of labor paid by the roads and in 
the prices of material and equipment re- 
quired by them, such as steel rails, coal! 
locomotives and cars of all kinds. Tn 
roads have introduced statements show- 
ing these increases, which relate princ- 
pally to the erlod fram. 1899 to 1902 or 
1903, inclusive. 

The commission adds that “tne ex- 
penses of the saw mill business Tiave in- 
creased in like manner as the expenses 
of the railroads. There has been an ad- 
vance in the cost of nearly everything 
that goes into the manufacture of lum- 
ber, such as labor, feed for stock, oil 
stumpage, etc. 

Agreement Prevents Competition. 

In discussing the question as to wheth- 
er there waz concert of action among the 
railroads in fixing this rate, the report 
says: 

“It is claimed by the railway compa- 
Ries that in advancing the raies, they 
acted independently, each for itself, and 
not through the agency of the-South- 
eastern Freight Association. Whether 
Or not they made use of the association 
as a medium or agency is immaterial. 
The proof shows conclusively that the 
advance was the outcome of concert of 
action and a previous understanding be- 
tween the companies. Through their au- 
thorized official representatives they 
conferred with each other repeatedly as 
to the making of the advance; recognized 
the fact that, because of competition in 
common markets between the lumber 
producing districts served by them, the 
advance ‘should be from all those dis- 
tricts or none; and finally they all pro- 
mulgateg the advance to take effect at 
exactly the same date and for exactly 
the same amount. This concurrence of 
action was not only between the rail- 
way companies, parties defendant in this 
case, and in relation to rates from Geor- 
gia shipping points, but was participated 
in by the lumber hauling roads serving 
the territories both west and east of the 
Mississippi river, in Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama and Florida. 

“Where rates are established by con- 
cert of action and previous understand- 
ing between fhe carriers, it is manifest, 
whether or not there be a binding agree- 
ment to maintain such rates, that the 
element of competition is eliminated. 
Concert of action is wholly inconsistent 
with competition and, during the time 
the rates fixed by concert of action are 
maintained, the effect, so far as compe- 
tition is concerned, is the same as if 
there was a binding agreement to main- 
tain such rates.”’ 
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Admiral Coghian Retires. 


New York. June 1t.—Rear Admiral 
Charles Coghlan, United States 
navy, retired today from active service, 
and from the post of commandant of 
the New York navy yard. He aeclares 
that if he had his life to go over again, 
he would reenter the United States navy; 
that jt is the finest organization of its 
kind in the world, and holds out greater 
inducements to the young men of this 
ecuntry than does the navy of other na- 
tions. Admiral Coghian thinks our navy 
should be made bigger and stronger. Ad- 
miral Coghlan was succeeded.in com- 
mand at the navy yard by Rear Ad- 
miral Caspar F. Goodrich.

The source and 
motives of the heavy liquidation re- 
mained as much a mystery and an ob- 
ject of anxious cunlosity as in March.

Private loans and note issues are the 
order of the day among corporations 
to defray expenses of urgent work of 
improvement and extensions to meet 
the pressure on production in all lines. 

Powerful capitalists have been look- 
ed to for the use of their resources 
and credit to protect these require- 
ments of properties, in which they 
were dominant or controlling powers. 
Reports of large personal loans by in- 
dividuals of this class have reached 
the Wall street community for consid- 
eration. The inference drawn is that 
much of the heavy liquidation which 
has appeared in the market is trace- 
able to such sources. Inadequate sup- 

ly of liquid capital to meet the exist- 
ng requirements is the main fact still 
dGeducible from these manifestations, 
and the necessity for increasing the 
attraction to be offered to capital in 
order to draw it into the desired em- 
ployment. 

The inauguration of the export move- 
ment of gold to France by engage- 
ments on Tuesday and Wednesday was 
not calculated to allay apprehension 
over this condition. 

The persistent demand of the Paris 
market for gold is regarded as a symp- 
tom of a feeling of uncertainty In that 

reat. center of capital over the 

nancial outlook. 

The latter improvement in New York 
is attributed in an important degree to 
the contents of President Roosevelt's 
address on Decoration day at Indian- 
apolis. Wall street has interpreted 
that address as an appeal against ex- 
tremes in the control of capital func- 
tions, which would check the exercise 
of those functions. The financial com- 
munity holds the conviction that pros- 
pect of governmental restriction on 
corporations has been an important 
influence in paralyzing the demand for 
securities. Importance was given in 
proportion to the stress laid by the 
chief magistrate on the necessity of 
such return to capital as 
would incite to invest In such utilities 
as essential for the extension of pros- 
perous conditions. 

A good impression is created by the 
improved showing of net earnings of 
railroads for April contained in reports 
thus far received. While heavy operat-

ing expenses are the feature of these 
showings, as for some time past. the 
rate of increase is no longer so great 
as to neutralize the expansions of 
ross earnings, something being left 
or an increase in the net _ returns.

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COMPERS: EXPELS 
BREWERS’ UNIONS 


Drastic Action By the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, 


BITTER FIGHT IS PREDICTED 


Gompers Bases His Action on Re. 
fusal of the Brewery Workers 
to Accept Terms Prescribed 
by the American Fed. 
eration of Labor. 


Washington, June !.—In the absence 
of President Gompers, Secretary Morn- 
son, of the American Federation of La- 
bor, today made public Mr. Gompers’ 
announcement of the revocation of the 
charter of the Internationa] Union of 
Brewery Workmen because of its refusal 
to accept the terms prescribed by the 
federation. 


+ The action will affect all the brewery 


workman's unions throughout the coun- 
try, comprising a membership of about 
40,000. 

Statement by Morrison. 

Asked for a Statement concerning the 
effect of the action of the federation, 
Mr. Morrison said: 

“This decision rendered by President 
Gompers ig authorized by the executive 
council. It not only severs the connec- 
tion of the Internationa] Union of Brew- 
ery Workmen with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, but under the constitu- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor 
it will prevent the 400 or more local 
unions of the brewery wofkers in various 
parts of the .cogntry from being repre- 
sented by delegates in the 600 city cen- 
tral bodies and the thirty-six state 
branches affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, or from receiving 
the support or recognition in any way 
of the 118 international unions holding

Mr. Gompers’ decision was announced 
in a letter to Messrs. Adam Huebner, 
Ifuis Kemper and Joseph Proebstle, sec- 
retaries of the brewery workers’ union, 
whose office is in Cincinnati. In the let-| 
ter he reviewed the action of the fed- | 
Minneapolis in November, 
1906, when the workerg were notified 
that unless a settlement should be reach- 
ed, engineers, firemen and teamsters 
must withdraw from the brewery work- 
ers’ union and no others be accepted. 
The fact that this admonition was not 
acted on ig then set forth, as is the reso- 
lution of the executive committee, which 
met in Washington last March. 

Charter Revoked. 

The letter continues: 

“Under date of May 29 you advise me 
that you will refuse to abide by the de- 
cision of the Minneauolis convention of 
the American Federation of Bor, the 
highest court in the labor movement of 
your convention. Now, therefore, in ac- 
cordance with the decision and in expla- 
nation of the Minneapolis convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, the 
executive council directs me to say that 
the charter held by the International 
Union of United Brewery Workmen of 
American ig and stgnds revoked on this 
date, and you will therefore return said 
charter to this office on receipt of this 
communication—your organization being 
thereby disassociated from the American 
trade union movement, the American 
Federation of Labor.’’ 

It is the general opinion that the work- 
men will contest the order and a long 
fight for reinstatement is anticipated. 
The brewerymen have about $400,000 in 
their treasury.

MERELY THE BEGINNING 
OF A LONG LEGAL BATTLE 


Oil Company, Which Is Branch of 
Standard, Will Take Case to the 
Federal Courts and Exhaust 
Every Effort to Secure 
Reversal of Verdict. 


Austin, Tex., June !.—In consequence 
of thd rendering of a jury verdict to 
that effect, the Waters-Pierce Oil Com- 
pany, of “Missouri, was today adjudged 
guilty of violating the anti-trust laws 
of Texas, canvicted of having entered 
the state by fraud, fined $1,623,000 
and the prayer of the state for ousting 
proceedings granted. 

The defense late this afternoon filed @ 
motion for a new trial in line with fue 
ture steps of appeals to the state su- 
preme court, the case to be finally taken 
to the federal courts. 

The state filed a petition with District 
Judge Broks praying for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, also an injunction 
to restrain the company from moving 
any of its property in the state, The 
judge granted a temporary injunction 
and set the receivership case for hear- 
ing June 8. 

Merely Beginning of Long Battie. 
The trial has consumed the past three 
weeks in the state district court here 
and its conclusion by the jury by a ver- 
dict today ‘s merely the beginning of 
the long legal battle that is promised 
before a conclusion is reached. 

At:-the outset of the proceedings, the 
fense attempted to secure a change of 
venue upon prejudiced grounds, but nof 
succeeding in that they have vainly 
sought to secure a judgment by default 
in order, apparently, to hasten their 
course to the federal courts. The state 
successfully balked any such movement, 
however, and worked the case out to Its 
conclusion. They had their witnesses 
on the stand for ten days. The defense 
consumed a trifle over two days, and 
the case was submitted without argu- 
ment. 

The jury was out overnight, returning 
their verdict this morning as soon as 
court convened, 

How Fine Will Be Divided. 
‘The basis of the present legal contro- 
versy is the anti-trust-laws of 1899 and 
1903. Of the penalties assessed by the 
verdict of the jury, J. P. Gruet, Jr., of 
St. Louis, will secure one-fourth of the 
fee that goes to the county attorney, 
which ts $387,375. The remainder of the 
judgment will go to the state barring 
some $15,000 which, will have to be pafd 
to special attorneys employed to assist 
the state in the prosecution.

That last summer she, assisted by 
Miss Kennedy, conducted a normal 
class here, and the board of education 
recognizing the benefits to be derived 
from such a Plan, decided to conduct 
such a school on a very much larger 
scale. The opportunities to be offered 
are such as many teachers have long 
desired, and the advantages will be 
given at comparatively little or no ex- 
pense, 

Miss Sargeant said that she was sure 
that any teacher who had a g00d ex- 
cuse would not be required to attend 
the school; that some of the teachers 
had been excused already. 

The board of education. in addition 
to requesting certain teachers to at- 
tend, left certain vacancies to be filled 
by volunteers, Miss Sargeant said 
that it would be Sratifying to the 
toard to know that many of the most 
efficient teachers had already 
to be enrolled among the limited num- 
ber.

It declares that the title of general 
shall be borne only by those who had 
that title during the war. It also rec- 
ommends the tabling of the resolution 
passed by the daughters and providing 
that no state sponsors and maids of 
honor be appointed. It likewise recom- 
mends the tabling of the resolution re- 
garding a2 monument to the women of the 
south, and extends sympathy to the fam- 
ily of Mrs. McKinley.

“In 1903, the will of Mr. James Swann 
provided that the school should receive 
$10,000 in cash upon the settlement of 
his estate. The amount, properly sup- 
plementéd, was spent in the purchase of 
nearly two acres of land adjoining the 
campus, and in the erection on a portion 
thereof of a president's residence. 

‘In June, 1903, Mr. Wm. R. Hearst, of 
New York, gave the school $5.000 in cash 
for such needs as the trustees might see 
fit to supply. 

“In June, 1904, the legislature appro- 
priated $10,000 for the erection of a 
chemical laboratory, provided friends of 
the school would give an equal] amount. 

“Through the herote efforts of the late 
president, Dr. Lyman Hall the condi- 
tional amount wag secured only a few 
weeks prior to his lamented death on 
August 16, 1905. During his nine years’ 
incumbency of office, President Hall was 
chiefly instrumental in building the 
school from an insignificant and strug- 
gling existence to a proud position of 
equality with the other great engineer- 
ing instituthlong of the country. C-.imax- 
ing, as he did, his remarkable work voy 
securing funds for the new chemical 
building, it was considered eminently fit- 
ting that his name should be perpetuafed 
in the structure. Therefore, in connection 
with memorial exercises in his honor, the 
cornerstone of the Lyman Hal! Labora- 
tory of Chemistry wag laid with impos- 
ing ceremony, November 25, 1905. 

“The building was completed and fully 
equipped in the summer of 1906, and was 
duly occupied by the department of 
chemistry in October following: 

“On January 27, 1906, Mr. T. W. Smith, 
of Columbus, Ga., gave $600 for a 
scholarship, self-perpetuating on the 
basis of the French scholarships. 

“On March 12, 1906, Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie donated $20,000 for a  Iibrary 
building on condition that the school 
appropriate $2,000 annually for the gup- 
port of the lwhrary. The board of trus- 
fees accepted the condition; and the 
building was ‘secured. 

“In August, 1906, the 
propriated $17,500 for the purpose of 
enlarging the campus. Four acres east 
of the present campus, and fronting on 
North avenue were purchase for $16,- 
0Q0, and the balance of $1,500 was added 
to by friendg to the amount of $3,500, 
with which sum a lot fronting 180 feet 
on Cherry street and 150 feet on Kimball 
street was purchased. 

“Optiong have been secured on a let 
ronting 156 feet on North avenue and 
160 feet on Fowler street. Friends of 
the school have contributed generously 
to a purchase fund, and it is confidently 
expected that the fund will.scon be com- 
pleted and the lor purchased.”’

Remarkable Is the Development of 
Newton County. 


Covington, Ga, June. !.—(Special.)— 


The action of the city council in unani- 
inously passing a resolution calling for a 
bond election for the issuance of $50,000 
of bonds for the establishment of water 
works and street improvementg is one 


that moves this 
tHifty little city. There is practically 
no opposition to these bonds, the citi- 
zens being a unit wpon meeting the needs 
which the growth of the town produces. 

The proposed issue of bonds for water 
works and streey improvements is only 
one of a series of public improvements 
which have been or are soon to ve in- 
augurated. There is a modern electric 
lighting plant already in operation, as 
well as such substantia] private enter- 
priseg as a chair factory, an ice factory 
and buggy and wagon manufactories, as 
weil as other ithdustriad enterprises of 
equai necessity in providing for the pub- 
lic comfort. 

Unusual Development. 

Unusual development in the line of 
the erection of new buildings has not 
only taken place as a result of the 
thrift and enterprise of Covington’s 
citizens, but also to meet a demand of 
an imperative nature by reason of the 
substantial and steady growth of the 
city. Within the last few months the 
demand for homes has been unprece- 
dented, and such public-spirited men as 
Hon. E. O. Lee, Dr. N. Z. Anderson 
and others have invested large sums 
in homes for the many new people 
who wish to take up their residence in 
Covington. As many as thirty or forty 
cottages of four and five rooms each, 
suitable for homes for the substantial 
class of good people coming into the 
town, are now in course of erection, 
and will readily find occupants upon 
their completion. There is not today a 
vacant dwelling or business house in 
the city, and the demand for homes 
cannot be supplied.

HEARING BEGUN 
ON INJUNCTION 


The Temple Baptist Church’ 
Seeks to Restrain Georgia 
Terminal Company. 


The injunction suit of the Temple 
Baptist church against the Georgia 
Terminal Company to prevent that 
company from encroaching upon Man- 
gum street engaged the attention of 
Judge Pendleton all yesterday until the 
hour of adjournment at 2 o'clock. 

In order for the Georgia Terminal 
Company to get to their proposed yards 
beyond the Temple Baptist church, the 
railroad went before the city council 
of Atlanta and got permission to oc- 
cupy the street for several hundred 
yards, with the provision that the 
company was to replace the street 
around its property, so as not to inter- 
fere with the street's continuity from 
end to end, as it now stands, except 
the proposed bend. 

The members of the Temple Baptist 
church protested before the council to 
the grant of this privilege, but without 
avail. 


The company went along with its 


wrest of excavation until Mangum 


street was reached, when the church 
people slapped a temporary injunction 
upon them. The hearing before Judge 
Pendleton was for the purpose of. de- 
termining whether this restraint should 
be lifted from the railroad people or 
whether it would be made permanently 
effective. 

Attorney R. L. Beavers argued the 
question yesterday in behalf of the 
Temple Baptist church, and Attorneys 
Morris Brandon and Ben J. Conyers for 
the railroad company. 

The railroad people claim that they 
have spent $250,000 in the work lead- 
ing up to this street, under the per- 
mission of the city council to use that 
part of the street, and that it would 
work immeasurably to their damage to 
be barred now from reaching their 
yard sites by the use of Mangum street 
as outlined. 

Upon the other hand, the church peo- 
ple declare that the excavation of the 
street would injure their property and 
would seriously interfere with the in- 
gress and egress to their place of 


worship.

Jeremiah C. Huff, a Georgian by birth 
and of choice throughout a long, useful 
and clean life, an Atlanta ploneer and a 
soldier of the lost cause whose devotion 
to duty the 
Jackson and 
a saber wound which 
left for life, died yesterday 
afternoon in the house which has been 
his home for more than half a century. 

Mr. Huff was 76 years of age and 
when death came to him he met it with 
that same calm, undisturbed fearless- 
ness which had characterized his entire 
lite. 

Mr. Huff was born in Newton county 
more than three-quarters of a century 
ago and was one of thirteen children. 
His father died when he was 9 years 
of age and it was even than that the 
battle of life began for him. Forty-five 
years ago he came to Atlanta, then a 
village, and within a short time was 
united in marriage to Mrs, Wells, he he- 
ing a widower. Immediately after his 
marriage Mr. Huff located upon the 
where he pasecd all his life ex- 
cept the years he was in the confed- 
erate army. His home was one-half of 
a land lot in the western portion of 
the city, now within close proximity to 
the Van Winkle works and within «@ 
stone’s throw of the point where Gen- 
eral Johnston surrendered the command 
of the confederate army to General 
Hood during the siege of Atlanta. The 
house in which he died wa« the same 
in which he married the second time, tn 
which all his children but one were 
born and in which he passed all his life 
after coming to Fulton county.

When the war between the states be- 
gan Mr. Huff was one of the first to 
volunteer, and as a private he went to 
the front with Cobb’s legion of cavalry, 
with which he remained until taken over 
by General Stonewall Jackson for 
courier service. It was while carrying 
a dispatch for Stonewall Jackson that 
he ran into federal lines, recetving an 
ugly saber wound before he escaped, 
carrying with him the message with 
which Stonewall had entrusted him. 

After the war he came back to Atlanta 
and as he tilled the soil of his one- 
horse farm he saw the city grow be- 
yond ail anticipations. But none of its 
sensational changes in the least affect- 
ed him. In his quiet, even, ever-satisfied 
way he dug from the ground his good 
living. always satisfied and happy in 
the love and devotion of his family and 
the respect and regard of his friends. 
Oneson, John Huff. survived his mother, 
Vr. Huff's first wife, while three chil- 
dren, two daughters, Misses Sarah ard 
Cordelia Huff, and one sor, 8S. C. Huff, 
giaddened his home with his second 
marriage. Some months ago Mrs. Huff 
died and since then Mr. uff has been 
syrrounded by his four children and 
several grandchildren, always happy 
and contented. :

MUGSY SCORED

Kavanaugh Will, Take Up 
McGraw Case With the 
National Commission. 


Little Rock, Ark., June 1!.—(Special.) 
Fresident Kavanaugh announced  to- 
night that he would take up the Mc- 
Graw case with the national commis- 
sion, within the the next 
week or ten days. The executive has 
been delayed in carrying out the plans 
in the matter by the fact that Secre- 
tary Miller was engaged as court 
stenographer while the New Orleans 
club was at home, and since then there 
ras been no opportunity to gather evi- 
dence. However, as soon as the New 
Orleans club finishes its present road 
trip, Secretary Miller will go to New 
Crleans and learn officially the facts 
in the case and present them to Chair- 
man Hermann, of the national commis- 
sion. 

The case arose from the ante-season 
series between the Athletics and the 
New York Giants at New Orleans this 
spring. “Chief”’ Zimmer had been 
chosen to umptre the series, being ac- 
cepted by both teams. However, Mc- 
Jraw had no sooner started his habit- 
ual rowdy tactics than the “chief” 
ordered him escorted off the grounds 
at the hands of the police. The next 
Gay the Giants’ manager refused to 
play if Zimmer umpired and took his 
team from the field, thereby disap- 
pointing a large crowd. Manager 
Frank, of the New Orleans club, asked 
President Kavanaugh for redress, and 
the executive of the league in turn ap- 
pealed the matter to the national com- 
mission. President Kavanaugh made 
the following statement tonight: 

“McGraw disappointed the Southern 
League patrons and we have a griev- 
ance. During the championship sea- 
son, the people know if they go to 
the grounds they will see at least nine 
innings of baseball, unless, of course, 
nature interferes. If one of our man- 
seers were to take his team from the 
field, he would be severely punished. 
As head of the league, I have no right 
te -pass sentence upon McGraw, but 
as the national commission has ruled 
that it has jurisdiction over pre-sea- 
son series, it is up to Mr. Hermann 
to make McGraw square the damage 
as nearly as possible.”

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ERHAPS every reader is not aware 
p that the week terminating on July 

8. 1889, was the most exciting 
ever experienced in the sporting world 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

In fact, the enthusiasm leaked over 
from the sporting world into social ex- 
istence, and merchants, bankers, brox- 
ers, lawyers and even ministers of the 
Gospel pulled their hats over their eyes 
&@nq@ timorously questioned their neigh- 
bors as to how that terrible fight was 
going. 

Gentlemen of the cloth intimated that 
they took an interest in the fight only 
for the purpose of obtaining data for 
future sermons on the subject, ‘but they 
pot there just as hard. 

With the atlove-mentioned facts as 
facts it is not to be wondered at that 
the more worldly-minded of our fellow- 
citizens took a deeper and more yearning 
interest in the coming great fight be- 
tween Jake Kilrain and John L. Sulli- 
.-van, from Boston. The excitement and 
enthusiasm grew deeper as the grea? 
Gay approached, ang then the horizon 
fairly bulged with zeal regarding the 
all-important event, and little else was 
heard of. 

For a week prior to the date fixed for 
the battle of the giants, New Orleans 
had been crowding itself with men of 
sporting proclivities from all parts of the 
worla, and when Monday, July 8, mean- 
dered into town the Crescent City re- 
eembled Dickens’ fat boy after he had 

towed away his last piece of pie. It 
was filled to repletion. 

Richburg Mills, a borough a little more 
than |00 miles from New Orleans, had 
heen selected as the scene of the fight, 
anu, as has already been told partly in 
my story of Sulilvan, the crowd started 
in that direction. It was not a particu- 
lar crowd. " 

When it could not make its way 
through the doors of the cars it oozed 
through the fractured windows, and 
wren there was not room inside it spread 
itself over the roofs, on the trucks and 
hung by its eyelids to the sffes of the 
cars. 

Trainload after trainload arrived at 
the scene of the anticipated disturbance, 
and all hurried to the ring, which had 
been constructed near Rich's Mills, until 
it was estimated there was 4,000 people 
present. They gained every possible 
place of vantage, ang the colored popu- 
lation, who would rather see a prize 
fight than raise chickens oy down a 
watermelon, took to the roof of their 
nearby meeting house, and when the 
“preserved seats’’ there were all taken 
they flocked to the trees and had a 
“boss circus without crawling under de 
tent.”’

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Kilrain Shies Castor. 

It jets precisely 9:50 o'clock a. m., 
when Kilrain, Pony Moore and Mitchell 
Pushed their way to the ring, and the 
Baltimorean followed the time-honored 
custom of shying his castor over the 
ropes, followed it ‘himseif, and took a 
seat in his corner. ; 

Kilrain was hardly settleq in his chair 
before the 4,000 throats were roaring like 
wild bulls, as Sullivan, Muldoon and 
Cleary, all clean shaven and looking in 
the pink of condition, jumpe® from a 
carriage and walked rapidly into the iIn- 
closure, the crowd parting to let them 
Pass. Then it was noticed by the spec- 
tators that Kilrain was far {trom being 
a@ well man. This fact became more ap- 
Paren? afterward. . 

The big fellow was enveloped from 
hhead to foot in a Turkish bath rug, fash- 
foned into the shane of a coat. He 
tossed his hat into the ring ang followed 
ft. An American flag, which had been 
placed against the staake, was lifted up by 
Mike Cleary and waved over Sullivan's 
head, its folds fallmge over and partly 
concealing his face. 

Then Sullivan seized the staff and dip- 
ped it three times. This was greeted 
with tumultuous approval. He then pass- 
ed it to Bill Muldoon and sat down in his 
corner, leaned back in his chair, then 
etretched his arms over the ropes, cross- 
ed hie legs and glanced over at Kilrain 
fin the corner. 

Professor Mike Donovan advanced to 
the center of the ring a few minutes 
after the fighters had taken their places 
and nominated Pat Kendricks, of New 
Orleans, for referee. Just as every one 
expected, the Sullivan side refused to ac- 
cept. Jimmy Wakely came forward and 
named John Fitzgerald, also of New Or- 
leans. Charlie Mitchell suggested that 
both men be taken,gand there were loud 
croes of “No! No:’ from the crowd. 

Donovan insisted on Kendricks, and 
Mitchell got a shade of the best of it by 
immediately proposing that they should 
toss for referee and the winning side 
should name one of the two men. There 
was a wrangle for three or four minutes, 
and then Bud Renaud went through the 
ropes and said he favored tossing for a 
choice. 

(Mudoon protested. Then Mitchell 
agreed to waive his proposition and ac- 
cept Fitzpatrick. Mr. Figpatrick entered 
the staked inclosure and bowed his ac- 
knowledgments. , 

Speech of Referee. 

“I am not very conversant with these | 
rules,” said he, ‘fut thig is to be a fair 
contest—a display of the manly art—and 
I will do the best 1 can to render a fair 
decision in every case. I think the dis- 
pute which has arisen about the thirty- 
second rule cAn easily be settled. I be- 
lieve it was the intention, and it seems 
to me the fairest thing, for the two men 
emselves to count from the time of the | 
man's fall.”’ ' 

Mitchell. conceded the point, although it 
was not the rule. Meantime the fight- | 
ers were preparing for the fray. Sulli- | 
van's trousers were drawn off by Cleary, | 
revealing beneath a pair of green tights, : 
light and ribbed stockings. Hig waist | 
was encircled with a belt of the Stars 
and Stripes, together with hig own col- 
ors. His stomach and back were pro- 
cected with a large strengthening plas- 
ter. | 
As Sullivan stood up he turned equarely | 
around and looked at ‘his antagonist. | 
Then he threw out hig chest and gave @ | 
defiant snort as he giared upon the sea | 
of parboiled faces around and aidout him. 
His massive body was cevered with the 
cotton ulster while he waited for the 
call of time. 

Kilrain was dressed in black tights, 
white stockings and the same style of 
e6piked shoes as those worn by his oppo- 
nent. Mitchell went through the formal- 
ity, as required by the rules. of examin- 
ing the shoes worn by Sullivan, Cleary 
doing likewise with Kilrain. 

The referee, with watch in band, looked 
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first at Sullivan and then at Kilrain. “Are 
you ready?” he asked in a loud voice. 
Just ‘before the referee put the question 
Kilrain advanced from his corner and put 
$1,000 in the hands of the referee: The 
amount had been given him by his backer 
to wager that he would win the fight. 

Charley Johnson had given Sullivan a 
like amount and Jake’g $1,000 was im- 
médiately covered. The sun was beating 
down from a cloudless sky when the 
referee called ‘Time!’ 

As the word sounded across the ring 
the men came forward. At no time in 
the battle that followed was the differ- 
ence between them more strongly 
marked. Kilrain looked tired, pale and 
weary.- Sullivan seemed to be walking 
on springe. He«was not so flabby as be- 
fore he went into training. 

His feet bounded off the turf. His 
shoulders rolled with the old swaggering 
air of elght years before. He looked 
the ‘“‘Boston strong boy’’ of early days 
as he sprang toward the center, his 
bent arms held low, his attitude almost 
careless, his head hanging a little for- 
ward as he glared at his adversary. 

Kilrain left his corner slowly, and 
without a bit of that jauntiness that 
marked every movement of Sullivan. His 
step was slow. Each foot deliberately 
followed the other. Extreme caution 
showed in every. stir of his mighty 
frame. He held his long left arm and 
his leg well in advance, while his right 
arm hugged his chest. For an instant 
the men eyed each other as two lions 
prepared for combat might, The crowd 
held its breath. Then came a change and 
the great battle had begun.

Round !—Time was called at 10:12. 
No sooner had the word been given 
than Kilrain, to the surprise of every- 
body, shot out of his corner like a 
streak of greased lightning in Sullivan's 
direction, and led at once for Sullivan's 
face. Sullivan ducked and led for Kin- 
rain's jaw. This missed fire and he 
tried again. This, too, was short of the 
mark, an then Jake jumped forward, 
grasped John L. by the shoulders, gave 
him a nimble back-heel and the Boston 
boy went to the earth with a vehemence 
that was felt in New Orleans. Jake 
had gained the first fall and his admir- 
ers howled themselves red in the face. 

Round 2—John L. came to the center 
looking as if he had gotten into the 
wrong pew. He hadn’t expected sueh 
conduct as this. The two men danced 
around each other for several seconds, 
and then Sullivan feinted with his left 
and Kilrain stepped back. A clinch fol- 
lowed, Sullivan throwing Kilrain heav- 
ily. 
Round 3—Kilrain rushed in and clinch- 
ed Sullivan avoiding the clinch and deal- 
ing Jake a short-arm blow in the neck 
and ribs. Kilrain struck Sullivan very 
near the belt. Cries of foul were not 
allowed. 

Round 4—Kilrain led, 
lv. A clinch followed and 
went down, Sullivan on 
this point it was evident to Kil- 
ryin’s friends he was far from be- 
ing a well man. He was unsteady at 
the finish. 

Round 5—Sullivan discovered that his 
left hand had begun to tell on his an- 
tagonist’s stomach, for a large 
blotch appeared on the skin on tl 
side. He let go his left with 4 good 
deal of force and whacked the same 


spot again. 

To save himself from further punish- 
ment Kilrain grasped Sullivan around 
the waist and attempted to throw him, 
but he could not get hold and broke 
away. The exertion was great, and 
both men seemed to feel its effects for 
a moment. Sullivan was evidently get- 
ting angrier every minute, although 
he did not permit the emotion to af- 
fect his judgment. His eyes were 
flashing as he stood with surly lip, 
inviting the wary Kilrain to come 
closer. 

Kilrain, however, had a very whole- 
some dread of that right arm, and he 
kept well out of reach. Sullivan let go 
one straight left-hander, however, that 
could not be avoided, although Kilrain 
lightly countered.

As he did this he caught John again 
on the short ribs, and seemed to annoy 
him still further. There was a break- 
away, and then Sullivan drove his right 
with force that would have felled a 
mule, Kilrain saw it in time. It glanc-
